1 hus 66% of the total number of towns 
representing 59% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 15,189 and 5,620 representing birth 
and death rates of 36-1 and 13 '4 per thousand of 
population respectively, 

(a) States (Part AaidC ). — The data here relate to 157 
towns with an estimated population of 17,166 thousands. 
Information about Ajmer, BhopahBombay and West Bengal 
could not be included. The total number of towns 
is 250 and their population is 31,696 thousands. Thus 
63% of the total number of towns representing 54% 


of the total population is covered. The number of births 
and deaths recorded in these towns were 12,729 and 4,658 
representing birth and death rates ot 38-6 and 14 1 
pci thousand of population respectively.
